Tuesday, a f the President’s ex­ 
press request, White House news 
secretary Jam es C. Hagerty took 
soecia! pains at a heart-warming 
press conference to let the world 
know that Johnson and his wife, 
also handicapped, are v ery spe­ 
cial people and are liv ing exam ­ 
ples of how American enterprise 
works, 
Johnson was blinded by a mor­ 
tar blast at the Battle of Saar­ 
brü cken. His wife, Betty, is her­ 
self completely blind, 
Used In Home 
The President and Mrs, Eisen­ 
hower, learning of the v eteran’s 
struggle, hav e encouraged him by 
purchasing rugs that are now be­ 
ing used in the new presidential 
home on the farm near Gettysburg. 
Mr. and Mrs. Eisenhower also 
hav e told their friends the story 
of the Johnsons’ v aliant and un­ 
complaining battle for liv elihood. 
Friends of the President and first 
lady hav e bought the products of 
their hand loom.

idea how much op erating costs of the state insti­ 
tutions under the board hav e been increased in 
recent months but clearly it runs into a lot 
of money.

South D ak ota is staunchly Rep ublican, v eering 
rarely from its recognized orthodox Rep ublican­ 
ism . 
G enerally its ru ral are a s hav e been a 
stronghold of Rep ublican p arty sup p ort. 
So here 
is im p ressiv e ev idence that slowly dev elop ing 
w ater p olicy on a national scale, of such p rim e 
im p ortance, is not a m atter 
of p artisan p olitics. It can and 
does cut squarely down the 
center to div ide the p olitical 
p arties 
them selv es. 
A 
later 
resolution ap p rov ed by the sam e group called 
up on Rep ublican Sen. F ra nc is E Case to sup p ort 
a n MVA, and stop the sham eful w aste of w ater 
dow nstream if he (C ase) really w as interested 
in doing som ething for all the p ower-u.sers in 
South D ak ota. 
Case had been under fire r e ­ 
cently by the ru ra l electric group s and two farm 
organizations in South D ak ota for fathering a 
p rop osal which the three group s c ha rge will 
destroy traditional p reference for p ublic bodies 
in the sale of p ow er from the Big Bend D am . 
The Missouri Riv er States C om m ittee a t the 
sa m e tim e w as com m ended 
for w ithdraw ing 
sup p ort for an interstate com p act. 
“ After years 
of study and effort,” the resolution said, the Mis­ 
souri R iv er States C om m ittee has to its credit 
recognized the folly and futility of attem p ting to 
achiev e necessary co-ordination for the basin 
through the route of interstate com p act. 
If there 
is to be any ap p reciation of just how contused 
and m uddied the w aters are, Presidential Aide 
S herm an A dam s in Washington w as addressing 
a group 72 hours later on the p artnership idea 
of national w ater p olicy. A dam s em p hasized the 
im p ortance of local contributions and local con­ 
trol, wdth Uncle Sam p laying only an incidental 
role, the exact op p osite of an authority p rogram , 
and a direct rejection of the p osition tak en by 
jjfte South D ak ota ru ral leaders.

The issue will com e to a head shortly after 
the first of the year. .At that tim e a House com ­

The only thing is that it sinf-

While F rance and the United States hav e not 
clarified their p osition on this latest transaction, 
Cireat Britain has giv en it realistic treatm ent. 
It ack nowledged that the exchanges betw een the 
R ussian m a ster and its satellite m ust be ac ­ 
cep ted as de facto. 
But it refused to reliev e 
Moscow of any resp onsibility for sub.sequent de­ 
cisions and actions of the satellite E a st G erm an 
gov ernm ent. 
Such a p osition strip s the m a ­ 
neuv er to the core of reality and destroys w hat­ 
ev er gain m ay hav e been anticip ated from p re- 
ten.se. 


Not Badly Off 


Tho.se who k eep track of the national p roduct 
say that A m ericaas will consum e IHl p ound.s of 
m eat p er cap ita during 1955. T hat is just about 
all they can hold. 


They al.so are surrounded by p lentitul .sup p lies 
of all other food, oceans of imlk , m ountains of 
v egetables and m ore bread than they k now w hat 
to do with. What is m ore the coming year will 
be no less abundant. Food simp ly is not a p rob­ 
lem. 


It is unique in a world which mostly cudgels 
its brow ov er shortages and fears of fam ine 
that the United States is w'orrying urgently ov er 
w hat to do with an ov ersup p ly. And those who 
would attack p roduction m a lov e of scarcity 
should be rem inded that one can w orry in com ­ 
fort and security ov er too m uch which is a m uch 
p referable station to one of w orrying about not 
hav ing enough food to assure future w orrying 
about anything.

In all that m ay be done to curb food p roduc­ 
tion and to lessen the p roducers it should alw ays 
be rememl>ered that a little surp lus is a mighty 
w'ondrous thing.

Tnciso’s testim ony also touched 
nn large sum s which he said had 
been lent, without prior knowledge 
of his union's membA-ship, to m an­ 
ufacturers in whose plants he had 
organized the workers. 
One such loan, he said, totaled 
$40,000 to William F. Stohl, owner 
of the Precision Paper Tool Co., of 
Chicago. 
Inciso testified that details of the 
interest-free loan, to be repaid in 
one year, were worked out while 
hi* union was striking at Stohl’s 
plant.

An 
other v oucher for $1,100 was used 
to buy a second m an’s diamond 
ring. 
Inciso said one of the rings was 
giv en to a ‘‘Bill Woods.” 
He identified Woods as an official 
of a Chicago team sters union. He 
said he thought the other ring went 
to a ‘‘Louie P ike,” also a team ­ 
ster's official. 
Incisco said the rings were pur­ 
chased with union funds ‘‘to show 
our appreciation” for fav ors per­ 
formed by other unions.
